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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. The recitation of "the suspension member" in 

claims 10-14 lacks antecedent basis. The recitation of "the rigid end pieces include 

valve means to shut off fluid flow" in claim 20 is a double recitation of that recited in 

claim 18, to which claim 20 is dependent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levine (US 
H1315). Levine discloses an apparatus for connecting fluid flow lines to a floating 
vessel, the apparatus comprising a transfer structure (38), a plurality of flexible fluid 
lines (44) whose distal end is fitted to a common connector and manipulator means (39- 
41 ) configured to allow the connector to rotate and to translate in two mutually 
perpendicular planes, col. 2, line 67 thru col. 3, line 11. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 5-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Levine in view of Carminati et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,388,948). The apparatus of 
Levine lacks having a suspension member attached to the distal end of the arm (41 ) of 
the manipulator. The patent to Carminati et al teaches providing a suspension member 
(16) attached to the distal end of a manipulator means (14). The other end of the 
suspension member (16) is joined to a connector (70). The suspension member is 
extendible and retractable and rotatable about its longitudinal axis, col. 2, line 66 thru 
col. 3, line 17 and Figures 2-4. In view of the teaching of Carminati et al, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the 
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apparatus of Levine to include a suspension member to the distal end of the arm of the 
manipulator to provide an articulated fluid loading arm to provide support and guidance 
for the flexible hose and hose connector. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 18 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Borseth (U.S. Patent No. 6,485,343) is cited for the 
additional showing of an apparatus for connecting fluid flow lines to a floating vessel; 
see Figure 3.
